Judge prolongs 
man’s parole 
eligibility at trial 

A Dartmouth man who 
pleaded guilty to the stab¬ 
bing death of girlfriend 
Tara Lynn Park faces at 
least 21 years in prison 
before he is ehgible for 
parole. 

On 

Tuesday, a 
judge ruled 
Chris¬ 
topher 
Kenneth 
Hutchin¬ 
son must 
serve 21 
years before he can apply 
for parole. 

Hutchinson had pleaded 
guilty to second-degree 
murder in Park’s death in 
Februaiy. 

Chris Hansen, spokes¬ 
woman for the Pubhc 
Prosecution Service, said 
Hutchinson is not allowed 
to own a firearm for 99 
years, must make restitu¬ 
tion in the amount of 
$2,878.37, and provide a 
DNA sample. 

Park was found in a 
stairwell of a Dartmouth 
apartment on June 1 after 
police responded to reports 
of a commotion in the 
building. 

An autopsy determined 
she was stabbed to death, 
and pohce say Hutchinson 
became a person of interest 
early on. He was arrested 
and charged two days later. 

The guilty plea carries 
an automatic hfe in prison 
sentence. 

On Tuesday, the judge 
decided to prolong Hutch¬ 
inson’s parole inehgibihty 
longer than either side had 
requested, since the Crown 
was looking for 15 to 17 
years and the defence had 
asked for 12 to 15 years.

Council greenlights 
Nova Centre redesign 


City matters. Proposed

Halifax regional councillors 
have approved several chan¬ 
ges to the design of the new 
downtown convention centre, 
despite strident opposition 
from many people who came 
to a public meeting. 

More than 30 Halifax resi¬ 
dents came to city hall Tues¬ 
day evening to weigh in on 
the changes of the Nova Cen¬ 
tre, which affect the width 
and shape of the towers on 
the mixed-use development

and the relocation of the con¬ 
vention centre from under to 
above ground. 

Most speakers panned the 
new design as out of char¬ 
acter for the 18th-centuiy 
dovmtown street grid and out 
of step with planning regula¬ 
tions. 

“It would break the block 
pattern, rupture the height 
limit, block views, tower over 
the Citadel,” said Heritage 
Trust of Nova Scotia president 
Phil Pacey. “Instead of 
changing the development to 
comply with the law, HRM is 
being asked to change the law 


to match the development.” 

Several speakers came to 
the defence of the design — 
and Argyle Developments Inc. 
CEO Joe Ramia himself 

“Mr. Ramia and his group 
... went out to public consul¬ 
tation, and 1 beheve they’ve 
made tremendous improve¬ 
ments to the design of the 
centre,” said Danny Chedr- 
awe. “For him to open this 
whole thing up to another 
public process is bringing tre¬ 
mendous risk to him and his 
company, and we should ac¬ 
knowledge that.” 

The most contentious 


change involves handing over 
a portion of Grafton Street 
as part of the development. 
The revised plans suggest the 
street will be used for pubhc 
programming and events, 
but will be owned by the de¬ 
veloper. 

“There’s something about 
that that does not feel, on a 
^t level, to be completely 
justifiable,” said Hudson Shot- 
well. “Why do you think it’s so 
necessaiy to privatize one of 
the streets of beautiful down¬ 
town Halifax?” 

City staff will report back 
to council with options for 
terms and conditions to en¬ 
sure the street remains open 
to the public while under pri¬ 
vate ownership. 

The changes were ap¬ 
proved by a vote of 14-1, with 
Coun. Jennifer Watts the only 
vote against.

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Council approves new Halifax 
logo, despite some opposition 


14-2 vote. Proponents

Out with the old and in with 
the new — and blue. 

A new municipal logo 
that has polarized council¬ 
lors and community members 
alike since it was unveiled 
two weeks was approved by 
regional council Tuesday. 

Council voted 14-2 in fa¬ 
vour of the design by the 
Bedford-based Revolve Inc. 
Councillors David Hendsbee 
and Gloria McCluskey voted 
against it. 

The logo reads “Halifax” in 
all capital letters in shades of 



blue. It uses a sans-serif font 
and omits the bar across the 
middle of both As. 

In a presentation to coun¬ 


cil, Resolve CEO Phil Otto said 
the logo is “bold in its simph- 
city” and would adapt well to 
suit various municipal enti¬ 


ties. 

He recognized public re¬ 
sponse to the logo has been 
polarized but added most 


people are inherently resist¬ 
ant to change. 

Coun. Linda Mosher said 
she thought the logo was 
fresh, clean and simple. 

“This is a great visual iden¬ 
tity,” said Mosher. “What you 
have to look at is the overall 
branding. Collectively we’re a 
great municipality.... It’s a uni¬ 
fied logo.” 

But McCluskey said the 
public response she’s heard 
has been resoundingly nega¬ 
tive. 

“I’m fairly well-known 
around here,” she said. “Not 
one person has said to me that 
they hke anything about this. 

“They don’t like the 
logo, they don’t like it being 
changed.” 

Coun. Darren Fisher noted 
no single logo would please 
eveiyone. 

“You’ll never get consen¬ 
sus,” said Fisher. “This is catch¬ 
ing on, faster than 1 thought

when 1 first saw it. 

“1 think this is the right 
thing to do.” 

Staff said phasing in the 
logo — including changing 
stationaiy, business cards 
and some signs — would cost 
around $500,000. 

That funding does not in¬ 
clude money already set aside 
for about 60 community signs 
that were in disrepair and will 
be updated with the new logo. 

The logo is part of the 
municipality’s new branding 
strategy approved two weeks 
ago by council. It includes the 
slogan: “Halifax. Be Bold.”

Heritage could be lost 
in development: Trust 


The Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia says a unique piece of 
Halifax would be lost if the 
22nd Commerce Square de¬ 
velopment in downtown Hali¬ 
fax goes ahead as planned. 

The trust was at regional 
council on Tuesday sup¬ 
porting an appeal launched 
by four property owners 
concerned about the develop¬ 
ment on the city block sur¬ 
rounded by Duke, Granville, 
George and Hollis streets. 

But after the four-hour 
quasi-judicial hearing, coun¬ 
cil upheld the development’s 
approval by the city’s Design 
Review Committee. 

The project still needs ap¬ 
proval by regional council. 



Phillip Pacey of the trust 
says the truncated pitched 
roof of the Flinn Building, 
one of five heritage buildings 
on the block, is architectur¬ 
ally unique to Halifax and 
would be lost in the current 
Lydon Lynch design. 

“We’ve searched trying to 
find other truncated build¬ 


ings,” said Pacey after the 
meeting. “Halifax seems to 
be just about the only place 
in the world. It is a really pre¬ 
cious thing.” 

The other structures are 
the Bank of Commerce and 
the Hayes Insurance, Mer¬ 
chants Bank of Canada and 
Champlain buildings. 

Most councillors agreed 
the Design Review Commit¬ 
tee met its obligation to use 
heritage guidelines and that 
their decision should be re¬ 
spected. 

“The material they needed 
to make a comprehensive and 
valued decision was there,” 
said Coun. Bill Karsten.

Three years after Angela Pa¬ 
tricia Hall’s murder, pohce 
are stiU asking the public 
for any information that 
could help solve her case.

in a building on Primrose 
Street in Dartmouth. Hall 
was formd when they ar¬ 
rived, and rushed to hospi¬ 
tal where she soon died.

tion is hosting a roundtable

Saunders, an Inuit woman 
from Labrador, was a student 
at Saint Mary’s University in 
Halifax and focused her stud¬ 
ies on missing and murdered 
aboriginal women. 

She disappeared from Hali¬ 
fax on Feb. 13. 

Police allege the 26-year- 
old woman was killed the day 


A case that has been before 
the court for 10 years has 
ended in a conviction and a 
$100 fine for a Metis man in 
Yarmouth provincial court. 

But for the sides involved, 
this case was never about the 
ultimate penalty attached to 
the charge, which is why the 
defence was already talking 
Monday about an appeal be¬ 
fore leaving the courthouse. 

In October 2003, Jack Hat¬ 
field, of Cape Sable Island, 
shot a buck north of French 
Lake. He claimed then, and 


she was last seen at an apart¬ 
ment she once shared with 
Blake Leggette and his girl¬ 
friend Victoria Henneberiy. 

Leggette, 26, and Henne¬ 
beriy, 28, were charged with 
first-degree murder on Feb. 
27 after Saunders’ body was 
found in a wooded area off 
the Trans-Canada Highway in 
New Brunswick. 

Maloney said that although 
she has yet to see the ac¬ 
tion the federal government 
promised when they passed a 
motion calling for an inquiiy, 
she knows Canadians want to 
be part of the solution. 

“That’s what I think got 
us through that time. Despite 
the federal government’s in¬ 
action, Canadians were con¬ 
cerned and organizations, 
groups, and governments, 
some governments, want to 
be part of a solution,” she

Nova Scotia-filmed 
Book of Negroes tells 
little-known tale of an 
enslaved woman 


Filmmaker Clement Virgo 
wasn’t sure what to make of 
The Book of Negroes when 
he first came across Lawrence 
Hill’s 2007 bestseller. 

Virgo, the Affican-Canadian 
director of Poor Boy’s Game, 
was thrown by the novel’s title, 
which is derived from a histor¬ 
ical document containing the 
names of black Loyalists. 

“I was a little bit reluctant to 
read the novel at first because 
of the title, because I didn’t 
know what Book of Negroes 
meant,” he says. 

“When I finally did read it, 
I fell in love with it. It took me 
about three days to finish it and 
once I did, I called Lawrence.” 

It wasn’t long before Virgo 
was meeting with the award¬ 
winning Canadian author to 



pitch filming his epic stoiy 
of Aminata Diallo, an African 
woman kidnapped by slave 
traders in West Africa. 

“Here is a woman who was 
taken from her home and sort 
of puUed through a maelstrom, 
not unlike, say, Dorothy in The 
Wizard of Oz, and all she wants 
to do is find her way back 
home,” says Virgo, taking a 
brief break during filming The 
Book of Negroes near Halifax. 

Virgo and HiU co-wrote the 
script for the six-part miniseries 
starring Aunjanue Ellis (The 
Help) as Diallo, and Academy 


Award winners Louis Gossett Jr. 
and Cuba Gooding Jr. The Can¬ 
ada-South Africa co-production 
wiU air next year on CBC in 
Canada and BET in the United 
States. 

The cast also includes Al¬ 
lan Hawco, Lyriq Bent and Ben 
Chaplin. Principal photography 
began earlier this year in South 
Africa before moving to several 
locations in Nova Scotia. 

For Hill, it’s a chance to tell 
his tale in a new medium — an 
opportunity he says is “quite 
exciting.” 

“It has come to life, it’s 
really quite stunning,” says Hill, 
who’s made several visits to 
set. “It always takes my breath 
away a little bit and surprises 
me to hear an actor express 
the words that I’ve had kicking 
around in my head for years.” 

Hill’s novel follows Diallo 
as she is enslaved in South 
Carolina and navigates her way 
through the American Revolu¬ 
tion in New York, the isolated 
refuge of Nova Scotia and the 
jungles of Sierra Leone in a bid 
to secure her freedom.

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Woman pleads for 
husband’s release 


Held in Egypt. Health 
of former Morsi aide 
failing after 300 days 


A Canadian woman is plead¬ 
ing for federal help to con¬ 
vince Egypt to release her 
husband from captivity in a 
Cairo jail. 

Sarah Attia says the 
health of her husband, 
Khaled Al-Qazzaz, is deteri¬ 
orating. 

Attia says she’s growing 
more worried about his fate 
after word this week that 
more than 680 people with 
ties to ousted president 
Mohammed Morsi were 
added to a list of those fa¬ 
cing death sentences. 

Al-Qazzaz is a former 
aide to Morsi and a perma¬ 
nent resident of Canada. 

He was arrested along 
with Morsi and eight other 
presidential aides early in 



July of last year when the 
Egyptian military removed 
Morsi from office. 

While Al-Qazzaz has yet 
to be charged with any of¬ 
fence, Monday marked 300 
days since his arrest. 

Attia, who was born in 
Canada, was scheduled to 
meet Tuesday with Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., MP Stella Am¬ 
bler. 


Attia and Al-Qazzaz have 
four children ranging in 
age from one-and-a-half to 
eight years old. The two 
met while studying at the 
University of Toronto and 
moved to Egypt in 2005 to 
launch an educational pro¬ 
ject. 

Al-Qazzaz campaigned 
for Morsi following the 
2011 Egyptian uprising and 
was later appointed the for¬ 
mer president’s secretary 
on foreign relations. 

“There is an increased 
concern that, any moment 
now, Khaled may witness 
trumped-up charges and, 
like others, face a death 
sentence as well,” Attia told 
an Ottawa news conference. 

She said she’s aware that 
Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird recently raised 
Al-Qazzaz’s case with the 
new Egyptian regime, but 
has no details of the discus¬ 
sions.

Ferry disaster. Search 
continues for bodies 
aboard sunken vessel 


South Korea’s president apolo¬ 
gized Tuesday for the govern¬ 
ment’s inept initial response 
to a deadly ferry sinking as 
divers fought strong currents 
in their search for nearly 100 
passengers still missing nearly 
two weeks after the accident. 

The government also 
raised the death toll for what 
has become a point of na¬ 
tional mourning and shame 
to 204. 

Divers are largely using 
their hands to feel for remain¬ 
ing bodies as they make their 
way through a maze of dark 
cabins, stairwells, storage 


rooms, lounges and restau¬ 
rants in the submerged ferry, 
which flipped upside down as 
it sank April 16. 

President Park Geun-hye’s 
apology, and the earlier resig¬ 
nation of her prime minister, 
comes amid rising indignation 
over claims by the victims’ 
relatives that the government 
did not do enough to rescue or 
protect their loved ones. 

Of the 475 people believed 
to have been aboard at the 
time of the sinking, only 174 
people survived, including 22 
of the 29 crew members.

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Italian court. Judge says 
Knox delivered ^mortal 
blow’ in 2007 murder

The Italian appeals court that 
reinstated the conviction 
against Amanda Knox in her 
British roommate’s 2007 mur¬ 
der said in a lengthy reasoning 
made public Tuesday that Knox 
herself dehvered the fatal blow 
out of a desire to “overpower 
and humihate” the victim. 

Presiding Judge Alessan¬ 
dro Nencini concluded in a 
337-page document that the 
evidence “inevitably leads to 
the upholding of the crim¬ 
inal responsibihty” against 
Knox and her former Italian 
boyfriend Raflfaele Sollecito 
for the murder of 21-year-old 
Meredith Kercher in a hillside 
villa occupied by students 
in the university town of 
Perugia. 

The judge said the nature 
of Kercher’s wounds, which 
he said were inflicted by two 
knives, and the absence of de¬ 
fensive wounds indicated mul¬ 
tiple aggressors were to blame, 
also including Rudy Hermann 
Guede, an Ivorian man con¬ 
victed separately and serving a 
16-year sentence. 

Nencini presided over the 
Florence-based panel that re¬ 
instated the first trial guilty 
verdicts against Knox and 
Sollecito in Januaiy, handing 
Knox a 28 1/2 year sentence 


including the additional con¬ 
viction on a slander charge for 
wrongly accusing a Congolese 
bar ovmer. Sollecito faces 25 
years. 

The release of the court’s 
reasoning opens the verdict to 
an appeal back to the supreme 
Court of Cassation. 

The University of Wash¬ 
ington student has been in 
the United States since 2011, 
when her earher conviction 
was overturned. Knox, 26, has 
vowed to fight the reinstated 
conviction, saying she would 
“never go wilhngly” to Italy to 
face her judicial fate.

A dangerous storm system 
that spawned a chain of deadly 
tornadoes over three days flat¬ 
tened homes and businesses, 
forced frightened residents in 
more than half a dozen states 


to take cover and left tens of 
thousands in the dark Tuesday. 

As the storm hopscotched 
across a large swath of the 
U.S., the overall death toll was 
more than 30, killed Monday 
and Sunday in a band stretch¬ 
ing from Oklahoma to Ala¬ 
bama. 

Some awoke Tuesday to 
And their loved ones missing 
and their homes pulverized. In 
Louisville, firefighters picked 
through the remains of mobile 
homes, and 20 of them linked 
hands to wade through deb¬ 
ris. Rescue workers stepped 


over downed power lines and 
broken trees.

“We thought we were go¬ 
ing to be OK, then a guy came 
in and said, ‘It’s here right 
now,”’ said Dr. Michael Hemy, 
head of the ER.

While Hiemstra described 
the goal of the Mars One pro¬ 
ject to land settlers on the Red 
Planet in 2025 as “veiy ambi¬ 
tious,” he also beheves the 
timeline isn’t all that far off. 

“In my opinion, optimis¬ 
tically, it’s the 2030s, not the 
2020s,” he said. “Realistically, 
it’s probably the 2040s, 2050s 
before we’ve really assembled 
eveiything that we need.” 

Len Rosen, the Toronto- 
based author of 21st Centuiy 
Tech Blog, foresees a similar 
timeframe for humanity’s first 
footprints on Martian soil. 

“The most optimistic people 
think in the 2030s — some¬ 
where in that decade,” said the 
65-year-old Rosen. “Tm hoping 
ni be ahve to see it.” 

Questions of how aside, 
both Rosen and Hiemstra had 
similar answers when asked 


the bigger question: Why 
should we go to Mars? 

Neither thought it likely 
that, in the immediate future 
at least, humans would need 
another planet to escape some 
calamity on Earth. Rather, they 
said, it’s more a matter of satis¬ 
fying our natural desire to ex¬ 
plore. 

“Curiosity is a huge part of 
our human nature,” Rosen said. 
“Why do you climb a mountain 
to the top? You’re not doing it 
because you feel you need to 
find something at the top of 
the mountain, other than the 
satisfaction.” 

Hiemstra said there is a cer¬ 
tain “lifeboat aspect to settling 
somewhere else,” adding that 
humanity wiU need another 
planet at some point in the 
distant, distant future, but for 
now that’s not the main driver 
to send people to Mars. 

“1 think it’s really driven 
more by the exploratoiy im¬ 
pulse,” he said. 

That impulse has been 
behind many past human 
achievements, Rosen noted. 

“What drove us to learn 
how to build aircraft?” he said. 
“At the time 1 don’t think any¬ 
body thought we needed to do 
it, but we did it. And now, what 
would be our world without air 
transport?” 


Spacecraft propulsion 


Faster and faster. The 

roughly seven-month trip to 
Mars is seen as one of the 
major challeng^es in sending 
people to the Red Planet. 

Such a long journey will 
take a toll on astronauts, 
both in terms of exposure 
to high levels of space 
radiation and the long-term 
effects of microgravity 
on the human body. But 
scientists are researching 
all sorts of different ways 
to speed up spacecraft and 
cut down on the travel 
time. Here are some of the 
propulsion methods being 
considered: 


Liquid-fuelled 

rockets 

This is the type of propul¬ 
sion that has been sending 
rockets off of the Earth’s 
surface since the 1950s. 

It remains the most feas¬ 
ible and readily available 
method of powering 
spacecraft, although the 
challenge for interplanet¬ 
ary travel (rather than 
just putting craft in orbit) 
is that it requires both 
fuel and oxygen — and 
that can become burden¬ 
some to cany, as oxygen 
accounts for most of the 
mass in typical propellant 
combinations.

This approach to propulsion 
uses electric forces to hurl 
tiny charged particles at 
high speeds. Many sateUites 
already use this technol¬ 
ogy to help stabilize their 
orbits. These thrusters have 
been eyed for extremely 
long-distance space travel, 
as they can provide small 
but continuous acceleration 
for months, even years. But 
a former NASA astronaut 
is working on a “Variable 
Specific Impulse Magneto¬ 
plasma Rocket” (VASMR) 
he believes could one day 
reach Mars in just 40 days.

Splitting atoms to derive 
energy is an attractive 
option because a tiny 
amount of nuclear fuel 
can deliver an enormous 
amount of propulsion. 
The main challenge lies 
in safely controlling the 
fission reaction, as you 
don’t want a meltdown 
in space. Nevertheless, 
NASA is working on a 
“Fission Fragment Rocket 
Engine” that it believes 
could provide “signifi¬ 
cant thrust” using “small 
amounts of readily avail¬ 
able, energy dense, long 
lasting fuel.” 


This process involves 
the smashing of atoms 
together rather than 
splitting them apart, but 
it is similarly attractive 
because it harnesses 
massive amounts of 
energy from small 
amounts of fuel. A 
deuterium-tritium fuel 
pellet the size of a grain 
of sand could deliver as 
much propulsion as a 
gallon of liquid rocket 
fuel from a “Fusion 
Drive Rocket” under 
development by NASA 
and the University of 
Washington. 


Anti matter engines are 
largely the stuff of science 
fiction, but the NASA 
Institute for Advanced 
Concepts is funding a team 
of researchers who are 
looking into the possibihty 
of such technology. The 
idea is to coUide matter 
with antimatter, resulting 
in a complete annihila¬ 
tion of mass, all of which 
is converted to energy. As 
NASA writes on its website: 
“While tons of chemical 
fuel are needed to propel 
a human mission to Mars, 
just tens of milligrams of 
antimatter will do.”

Succeiss rate climbing 
with successive missions 


Historically, more missions 
to Mars have failed than 
succeeded, but the success 
rate is climbing as technol¬ 
ogy improves and new mis¬ 
sions build on the lessons 
of previous ones. 

NASA, itself, has seen 
a string of recent suc¬ 
cesses, from the Spirit 
and Opportunity rovers in 
2003, to the Mars Recon¬ 
naissance Orbiter in 2007, 
to the famous Curiosity 
rover that landed in 2012 
and has been sending back 
high-definition imagery 
ever since. 

NASA’s next major mis¬ 
sion, named InSight, is set 
to launch in March 2016 
with the goal of landing 
a robotic drill on the Red 
Planet that will probe five 
metres into Martian soil. 

Working on the robot 
is Catherine Johnson, a 
professor of planetary geo¬ 
physics at the University of 
British Columbia, who said 
the tricky task of safely 
placing a delicate lander on 


the surface of Mars is be¬ 
coming easier in one sense, 
but harder in another. 

“One of the things that 
is becoming more and 
more challenging — in 
a good way — is that we 
have more and more infor¬ 
mation about the surface 
of Mars now, at higher and 
higher resolution,” she 
said. 

“So our criteria for what 
is a safe landing site gets 
stricter and stricter.” 

But even with a per¬ 
fectly calculated trajectoiy 
and an ideal location to 
land, Johnson said there’s 
one curveball Mars can 
still throw at you — the 
weather. 

“A planet with an 
atmosphere, even if it’s 
only a thin atmosphere 
like on Mars, that atmos¬ 
phere can be quite vari¬ 
able,” she said. “You never 
know exactly what’s going 
to be happening the day 
you land.”

Hundreds of 
millions of 
kilometres on 
a slingshot- 
trip around 
thesun 

The trip to Mars is a long 
one. 

Next to Venus, the Red 
Planet is the second closest 
to Earth, but the direct 
distance from here to there 
is still measured in the tens 
of millions — sometimes 
hundreds of milhons — of 
kilometres. 

That’s because, as Earth 
and Mars each make their 
way around the sun, the 
distance between the two 
terrestrial planets varies 
widely. 

At its closest. Mars can be 
about 55 million kilometres 
away. At its furthest, it’s 
more than 400 milhon 
kilometres away. Earth has 
the inside track around the 
sun, orbiting every 365 days, 
while the Mars year is longer 
— roughly 687 days. 

The difference between 
their orbital periods means 
that Earth “laps” Mars about 


once every 26 months. 

These moments present 
an ideal launch window for 
spacecraft, although even 
then the journey is not a 
direct A-to-B path. 

A typical trip to Mars 
follows what’s called a 
“Hohmann transfer orbit,” 
in which a spacecraft leaves 
Earth on one side of the sun, 
shngshots around the sun, 
and meets up with Mars on 
the far side of the sun from 
where it began. The entire 
journey spans hundreds of 
millions of kilometres and 
takes about seven months. 


This is the route that Mars 
One plans to use. 

According to its ambitious 
schedule, the non-profit 
foundation aims to launch 
unmanned spacecraft carry¬ 
ing equipment and robots to 
the Red Planet in 2018, 2020, 
and 2022, and then send the 
first crew of human settlers 
— on a one-way trip — in 
2024.

Report. The privacy 
commissioner's office 
reveals government 
asks for information 
1 . 2 M times every year 


The federal government asks 
Canadian telecom companies 
for private customer informa¬ 
tion about 1.2 million times 
each year, documents released 
Tuesday by the federal privacy 
commissioner’s office show. 

It is unclear how many 
of those requests are made 
without a warrant. But figures 
provided to the office in late 
2011 show wireless telecom 
companies complied with the 
government’s requests for 
customer data at least 784,756 
times. 

However, the actual total is 
hkely even greater, since only 
three of nine telecom compan¬ 
ies told the commissioner’s 
office how many times they 
granted the government’s re¬ 
quests for customer data. The

numbers came to light Tues¬ 
day as Canada’s acting privacy 
commissioner revealed that 
telecom companies have re¬ 
fused to disclose how often 
they release confidential 
customer information to the 
federal government without a 
warrant. 

Chantal Bernier, the in¬ 
terim privacy commissioner, 
said her office has repeatedly 


asked telecom companies 
to disclose statistics and the 
scope of warrantless disclo¬ 
sure of data, but to no avail. 

“I’m not disputing that 
there are times when there is 
no time to get a warrant — fife 
is in danger,” Bernier said. 

“What we would like is for 
those warrantless disclosures 
to simply be represented in 
statistics so that Canadians 
have an idea of the scope of 
the phenomenon.” 

Bernier said the companies 
have only provided her office 
with aggregate data, which 
shows how many times the 
telecom industiy as a whole 
gives the government cus¬ 
tomer information without a 
warrant. 

In 2011, the privacy com¬ 
missioner’s office asked 12 
telecom companies for infor¬ 
mation about their customer- 
disclosure data. The Canadian 
Wireless Telecommunications 
Association, which represents 
the industiy, replied with ag¬ 
gregate data from nine of the 
12 companies.

Rude staff boosts sales 


If luxury brands want to sell 
more, they should hire rude 
sales staff. 

That’s the finding of 
a new University of B.C. 
study that reveals consum¬ 
ers who get the brush-off at 
high-end retailers are more 
willing to fork over the big 
bucks. 

“In some ways, you can 
see it as like the Pretty 
Woman effect,” said Sander 
School of Business market¬ 
ing professor Darren Dahl, 
referring to the famous 
shopping scene in the 1990 


Hollywood rom-com star¬ 
ring Julia Roberts. “In that 
moment, you want that lux¬ 
ury. You want to be part of 
that group.” 

For the study, partici¬ 
pants imagined or had two 
interactions with sales staff, 
one that was rude and one 
that wasn’t. The partici¬ 
pants then rated their feel¬ 
ings about the store brands 
and their desire to buy the 
product. 

Those who aspired to be 
associated with the high- 
end brands were more like¬ 


ly to buy after being treated 
poorly by the sales staff, the 
study found. 

The effect only held true 
if for customers who as¬ 
pired to be associated with 
the luxury brand. It also 
only worked if the sales¬ 
person appeared to be an 
authentic representative of 
the brand. 

“This isn’t everybody,” 
said Dahl. “Our study shows 
you’ve got to be the right 
kind of snob in the right 
kind of store for the effect

TSA’s PreCheck comes here 


The U.S. Transportation Se¬ 
curity Administration is ex¬ 
panding its PreCheck exped¬ 
ited screening program to 
passengers on international 
airlines. 

Air Canada on Tuesday be¬ 
came the first international 
carrier to participate, with 
TSA officials saying other 
foreign airlines would soon 
sign on. Airlines need to 
first update their computer 
systems to embed extra in¬ 
formation in their board¬ 
ing pass barcodes as well as 
printing a PreCheck logo.

2011 

The program was launched in October 
2011 at four airports. 

Passengers in PreCheck 
lanes get to leave on their 
shoes, belt, and light jack¬ 
ets, keep liquids and lap¬ 
tops in their bags and use 
a standard metal detector, 
not the full-body scanners. 
Security agents can process 
twice as many passengers in 


PreCheck lanes in the same 
time as in a normal lane. 
That allows the agency to 
dedicate more staff to other 
passengers — those who 
theoretically pose the high¬ 
er risk. 

The program was 
launched in October 2011 
at four airports. Today, 
there are PreCheck lanes 
at 118 of the roughly 450 
U.S. commercial airports. 
About 5 million of the 14 
million passengers who fly 
each week receive expedited

A pra37ing mantis has been 
outfitted with the world’s 
smallest pair of 3D glasses as 
part of an experiment to un¬ 
derstand the insect’s vision. 
Scientists from Newcastle 
University used beeswax 


to affix the fivemillimetre- 
wide shades on the bug’s 
head. 

Here’s what researcher 
Vivek Nityanada had to say 
about the experiment: 

What inspired you to put 
3D glasses on a bug? 

We wanted to find out how 
threedimensional vision has 
evolved. Like humans, pray¬ 
ing mantises have 3D vision, 
or stereopsis. They are the 
only insects with such sight. 

How did your mantis take 
to its new eyewear? 

It tried to take them off 
at first, but eventually got 
pretty comfortable with 


them and went about its 
usual mantis business. 

Do the glasses work? 

So far, our results have been 
mixed. It’s promising but we 
haven’t nailed it down yet. 

Maybe the insect will 
prefer the glasses, as a 
super-enhancement to its 
vision. (Laughs) It doesn’t 
really change its eyesight for 
the better; we’re just fooling 
it into misjudging depth. 

But the glasses do make 
them seem more sophisti¬ 
cated, and they definitely 
look weirder than they 
already are.

More than just a 
golf destination. 

Once you’ve tired of 
swinging the sticks, 
there’s still plenty 
more to take in on a 
trip to North Carolina’s 
rugged coastline 



Even for golfers determined to 
spend eveiy possible moment 
swinging the sticks, the Outer 
Banks of North Carolina offer 
other attractions too essential 
to ignore. 

Foremost among them is 
the Wright Brothers National 
Memorial, set on the now hal¬ 
lowed grormd near the beach 
town of Kitty Hawk where 
Wilbur and OrviUe Wright 
launched the first powered air 
flight in 1903. 

A stone pillar marks the 
precise spot of that epochal 
hftofif, and the site’s prize at¬ 
traction is a fuU-scale replica 
of the Wright Flyer, their first 
primitive aircraft. The Wright 
brothers are credited with mak¬ 
ing famous this sun-drenched 
320-kilometre long chain of 
barrier islands, just off the coast 
of North Carolina and a small 
stretch of Virginia. 

Today, the coastline’s white 
sand beaches, lighthouses, oys¬ 
ter houses, quaint shingle-sided 
inns and outstanding golf cours¬ 
es are year-roimd attractions 


— although peak season runs 
from May through September. 
Capricious winds off the turbu¬ 
lent waters offshore, known as 
the Graveyard of the Atlantic, 
frequently bedevil goffers at the 
popular oceanfront courses of 
OBX, as tourism marketers 
have branded the Outer Banks. 


Most cruelly exposed to 
the elements is Nags Head 
Goff Links, a Scottish-style de¬ 
sign where several holes play 
alongside Roanoke Sound. 
Goff Digest called architect Bob 
Moore’s layout “the longest 
6,126 yards you’ll ever play.” 

Another seaside beauty 


is Currituck Club, a dra¬ 
matic Rees Jones design 
that sweeps across 600 acres 
of dunes, wetlands, maritime 
forests and sound seascapes. 

High seas swept ashore an¬ 
other of the coast’s unique at¬ 
tractions. Wild horses, descend¬ 
ants of Spanish mustangs that 


survived 16th-centuiy ship¬ 
wrecks, freely roam the dimes 
of Swan Beach, North Swan 
Beach and Carova Beach. Jeep 
tours offered from the nearby 
town of Corolla provide a close- 
up look at the tenacious surviv¬ 
ors of a herd that once ranged 
throughout the barrier islands.

Fresh approach to baked haddock 


If you’re contemplating a fresh 
approach to breaded and baked 
haddock, turn to the mando¬ 
line to render a potato fit for 
pairing with the fish. 


Ingredients 


• 1 tbsp canola or vegetable oil 
, 2 medium Yukon gold 
potatoes 

• 1 tbsp Dijon mustard 

• 1 tbsp mayonnaise 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• Dried thyme 

• 1 1/4 Lbs haddock fillets 
(about 2 Large fillets) 


In any other form, pota¬ 
toes would be too robust for a 
delicate baked fish. But shaved 
paper thin, then wrapped 
around the fish, the potato 
shces become a deliciously 
crisp edible wrapper. 

Just one caution — there is a 
reason mandolines come with 
a hand guard for holding the 
vegetables while shcing. They 
are extremely sharp and it’s 
easy to cut yourself 

1 . Heat oven to 400 F. Add oil 
to large cast-iron skillet, then 
place skillet in oven to heat. 

2 . Meanwhile, use mandoline 


fitted with the thinnest shcing 
blade to shce the potatoes into 
veiy thin roimds. The potato 
rormds should be as close to 
paper thin as possible. Set aside. 

3 . In a small bowl mix mustard 
and mayonnaise. Set aside. 

4 . Remove skillet from oven 
and carefuUy cover bottom of 
it with single layer of potato 
shces, overlapping edges shght- 
ly Season the potatoes with a 
bit of salt, pepper and thyme. 

5 . Use paper towels to pat diy 
the haddock fillets, then brush 
the mustard-mayo mixture 


over both sides of the fish. Place 
the haddock over the potatoes 
in the slrihet, then arrange a 
second layer of potato slices 
over the fish, covering it en¬ 
tirely. Season the potatoes with 
salt, pepper and thyme, then 
mist them with cooking spray. 

6 . Return the skihet to the 
oven and bake for 14 minutes. 
Increase the oven to broil and 
cook for another 2 to 3 min¬ 
utes, or until the potatoes are 
nicely browned. Divide the 
haddock into 4 pieces, being 
careful to leave the potatoes in 
place as you serve the fish.

“The penalty box of life.” 

Jeff Conrad, Honda’s sen¬ 
ior vice president and general 
manager, uses that phrase in 
reference to the Fit’s small- 
car competitors. And when 
comparing the latest edition 
of Honda’s mighty little hatch¬ 
back to the rest of the field, he 
may well have a point. 

Since the car’s 2007 arrival. 


critics have lauded its fun-to- 
drive qualities and impressive 
canying capacity. And with 
few exceptions, the newest and 
smallest of Hondas that are 
now arriving from their plant 
in Mexico should receive simi¬ 
lar accolades. 

The Fit sticks to a proven 
formula: Keep the size and 
weight in check; keep the 
body lean and spacious; and 
keep drivers and passengers 
thinking they’re ensconced in 
a vehicle that’s larger than it 
actually is. 

Despite being physically 
and dunensionaUy similar (a 
tiny bit wider and longer in 
distance between the front 
and rear wheels, but shghtly 
shorter, overall), the Fit actual¬ 
ly looks bigger, which is partly 


a function of more promin¬ 
ent bodyside creases and fen¬ 
ders that bulge out around 
the wheel openings. Also, the 
wraparound headhght pods 
integrate with the grille and 
no longer extend alongside the 


hood. Getting the Fit under¬ 
way is now the job of a new 
1.5-htre four-cylinder engine 
that dehvers 130 horsepower 
and 114 pound-feet of torque, 
compared to 117 horses and 
106 pound-feet of torque for 


the previous 1.5. 

Directing power to the front 
wheels is handled by a new six- 
speed manual transmission, or 
equally new continuously vari¬ 
able imit (CVT) option. Honda 
offers an automatic sport 
mode with paddle shifters, but 
ultimately it’s no substitute for 
a multi-speed automatic, even 
if the latter tends to be shghtly 
less fuel-efficient. Fortunately 
the standard six-cog manual 
gearbox is there to save the day. 

Despite the more powerful 
engine, the Fit’s fuel consump¬ 
tion is an impressive 7.0 1/100 
km in the city and 5.7 on the 
highway, compared to 7.1/5.4 
with the previous five-speed 
automatic transmission. The 
less fuel-efficient six-speed 
manual is rated at 8.1/6.4. 
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From the sporty new Toyota Camry and luxe Acura TLX to the fully redesigned Nissan Murano, 
the New York International Auto Show enjoyed more than its share of important launches this year.

Given its late place in the auto¬

the redesign of nearly eveiy 
body panel (save for the roof) 
give it a sense of motion even 
when standing still. 

2015 Acura TLX 

Honda’s luxuiy division is 
consohdating the TSX and 
TL models to create the TLX. 
The styling remains sleek, 
and the performance and 
power are plenty adequate 
with four-cylinder and V6 en¬ 
gine choices, but the in-cabin 
creature comforts highlight 
this new ride. The TLX fea¬ 
tures Siri Eyes-Free Technol¬ 
ogy for iPhone users, heated 
and ventilated seats, real-time 
traffic and navigation, and a 
thumping 10-speaker stereo 
system.

Styling and power specifics

Bold is the best way to de 
scribe these remodelled rides 
that debuted in New York. The 
change is more obvious for 
Gharger than the GhaUenger, 
and for good reason. The Ghal- 
lenger plays more of a retro 
roll and for 2015, it pays more 
homage to the 1971 model. The 
best part is a new interior and 
coming in a close second is a 
tail tuck that smoothes the lines 
to look more like the 2006 con¬ 
cept car that we aU fell in love 


with. Engines return basically 
unchanged, although all can 
be had with an eight-speed 
automatic transmission. The 
6.4-litre Hemi V8 is good for 
up to 485 horsepower (esti¬ 
mated). Dodge is using the 
relaunches of these two clas¬ 
sics as the headline act for its 
100th anniversaiy celebration 
this summer. 

2015 Nissan Murano 

From technology and effi¬ 
ciency to safety and styling, 
this full redesign was on proud 
display in New York. Nothing 
really changes under the hood 
from the 2014 Murano, but 
partly by shaving 130 pounds 
off the platform, Nissan prom¬ 
ises 20 per cent better fuel 
mileage than its predecessor. 

Alfa Romeo 4C 

Dominating the list of sexy 
debuts in N.Y.G., Alfa Romeo 
returned to North America 
with its gorgeous 4G sports 
car, ending a 20-year absence 
for the Italian automaker 
since introducing its last all-in 
entiy to the U.S. market. 

The 4G will hit (veiy few) 
showroom floors later this 
year with a 1.75-litre turbo¬ 
charged inUne-four engine 
that will launch the 4G from 
standstill to 96 km/h in less 
than 4.5 seconds.

It’s not likely that gas prices 
are ever going to go down by 
much, which means many 
Canadians consider good fuel 
economy to be veiy import¬ 
ant when buying a car. But 
when you look at the fuel ef¬ 
ficiency figures on upcoming 
2015 vehicles, they may look 
thirstier than the 2014 mod¬ 
els. 

It’s not because they ac¬ 
tually use more gas. Instead, 
Natural Resources Canada is 
introducing a new testing pro¬ 
cedure that results in more 
realistic fuel numbers. 

“The government of Can¬ 
ada changed the fuel ratings 
to better reflect the fuel con¬ 
sumptions that (Canadians 
are) likely to achieve under 
today’s t3^ical driving condi¬ 
tions and driving styles,” says 
Fabian Allard, deputy director 
at Natural Resources’ Energy 
Efficiency transportation div¬ 
ision. “We’ve been working 
with the auto industiy on 
these changes for quite some 
time.” 

Fuel efficiency testing isn’t 
done on a test track, but in a 
lab, since it’s the only way to 
guarantee consistency. Engin¬ 
eers run vehicles on a dyna¬ 
mometer, and determine fuel 
consumption by measuring 
the amount of carbon in the 
exhaust. 

Up until now, engineers 
have used a two-cycle test. 
The city test starts with a cold 
engine, takes 31 minutes, and 
runs at an average 34 km/h, 
with 23 stops. The highway 
test starts with a warm en¬ 
gine, takes 12 minutes, and

runs an average 78 km/h. In 
each test, the lab temperature 
is set between 20 C and 30 C. 

The new five-cycle test also 
uses these, but then adds a 
cold-weather city test with 
the lab a chilly -7 C; a nine- 
minute air conditioning test, 
with the vehicle’s a/c running 
and the lab set to 35 C; and 
a nine-minute test that in¬ 
cludes hard acceleration and 
a top speed of 129 km/h. All 
of these factors typically use 
more fuel. 

Automakers do the testing 
and forward results to Natural 
Resources. The government 
sometimes audits results if 
it thinks the numbers aren’t 
right, or if a model hasn’t 
been tested for a long time or 
has new technologies. Audit¬ 
ors will use real-life vehicles 
purchased for the testing. 

The EnerGuide labels on 
2015 models will explain 
the new system and num¬ 
bers. On 2016 labels, you’ll 
see information such as C02 
emissions, combined city and 
highway ratings, and com¬ 
parisons with other vehicles 
in the segment. There will 
also be clearer information 
for alternative vehicles such 
as electric cars and plug-in 
hybrids.

vehicles. They steal loose 
stuff inside vehicles. They 
steal parts, even when they 
are attached quite seriously 
to the mother ship. 

For the latter category, it 
used to be things like hood 
ornaments, car stereos and 
nice wheels, but these days 
it’s more likely to be airbags 
and catalytic converters. 

You can significantly re¬ 
duce your chances of having 
your steering wheel airbag 
ripped off by simply locking 
the doors. You don’t have 
that security measure with 
your catalytic converter, 
however, which is part of 
your vehicle’s exhaust sys¬ 
tem, and just hanging there 
under your vehicle (between 
the exhaust manifold and the 
muffler) and prone to take off 
like a Labrador retriever with 
everyone they meet — espe¬ 
cially some new person with 
a sawzall and/or propane cut¬ 
ting torch. 

Of course, catalytic con¬ 
verters are theft targets be¬ 
cause they are full of precious 
metals. The metals are used 
as catalysts, when things 
get (purposefully) really hot 


inside the con¬ 
verter, to con¬ 
vert bad stuff 
(left over from 
the rarely 100 
percent effi¬ 
cient combustion 
process) into more 
benign stuff. 

Maybe you’re like me 
and have a new apprecia¬ 
tion for chemistry ever since 
Walter White and Jessie Pink- 
man got into all those cool 
shenanigans in Breaking Bad. 
If so, here’s a quick rundown 
on the super-neat and pricey 
metals inside the converter 
and why they’re there ... 

Rhodium: A minor cata¬ 
lyst. Also used as an alloying 
agent to harden platinum 
and palladium. Melts at 1,966 
degrees Celsius. 

Platinum: A major cata¬ 
lyst. Platinum is deactivated 
in the presence of lead, 
which is the primary reason 
why we got rid of leaded gas. 

Palladium: A catalyst sub¬ 
stitute for platinum. Can ab¬ 
sorb 900 times its volume in 
Hydrogen, and melts at 1,554 
degrees Celsius. 

Nickel: Sometimes added

Rick Dubin of the 
Insurance Bureau of Can¬ 
ada told me catalytic con¬ 
verter theft is a persistent, 
nationwide problem that 
doesn’t seem to be getting 
better or worse. But there 
has been a spate of converter 
thefts over the last year in Co¬ 
quitlam, B.C., prompting the 
local RCMP attachment there 
to issue a warning about the 
problem. Like most converter 
theft, the Coquitlam victims 
were trucks and SUVs, which 
are easier to slide under than 
passenger cars. 

The Mounties suggested a 


few 
ways 
consumers 
could protect 
themselves: Park in your gar¬ 
age; have extra metal weld¬ 
ed to your exhaust system 
(maybe cheaper than your in¬ 
surance deductible); get your 
catalytic converter etched so 
it can be traced and hopeful¬ 
ly returned; educate yourself 
and your neighbours about 
catalytic converter theft and 
related suspicious behaviour. 


All good ideas, but I think 
this kind of theft is going to 
stay under the radar for quite 
some time, unless maybe 
the next Ocean’s Eleven (or 
whatever number they’re up 
to now) makes catalytic con¬ 
verters the desired objects of 
their next high-profile, high- 
stakes heist.
